The fact is, 
that the business men of Chicago. are 
not in favor of répealing the laws against coun- 
terfeiting. The thing that Logan and Oglesby 
are advocating is really a measure to legalize 
counterfeit money. It would be cheaper and 
more expeditious to let the counterfeiters do it 
than to impose the work upon the Treasury 
Department, for, in that case, all the difficulties 
of getting the money into circulation would be 
avoided. Moreover, the public would not be lim- 
ited to the narrow and parsimonious views of Gen. 
Logan, who, after getting out enough currency to 
float his own speculations, might conclude that 
the country had enough, whereas other persons 
might still be high and dry, calling for more. 
No such dispute could arise if private counter- 
feiting were allowed. The era so fondly antici- 
pated by Wendell Phillips, and other friends of 
the workingman, when money shal! be worth 
aul 3 per cent, would be ushered in more 
speedily by committing the work of inflation 
to individual enterprise than by restrict- 
ing it to the dilatory and exasperating 
processes of the Treasury.

THE BOARD OF TRADE REPORT. 

The sixteenth annual report of the Chicago 
Board of Trade will be found in Tux Tams this 
morning. Though the aggregate results of the 
statistical tables have been anticipated, the of- 
ficial compilation will not be without interest. 
Tho report of the Directors shows that the af- 
fairs of the Board have been prosperous. The 
The membership now numbers 1,652, an increase 
of 298 during 1873, and includes representatives 
of sundry branches of trade and commerce 
which have not until lately been represented on 


is accepted as a representative of the commerce 
of Chicago. 

The Directors report their failure to influence 
the Legislature to make any modifications of the 
existang inspection laws. The present law, un- 
der which the State has assumed the business of 


| inspecting grain, was passed on the complaint of 
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surprising that the present law and its adminis- 
tration have proved, unsstisfactory. The Di- 


rectors unanimously agree that the system of 


State inspection is wrong in principle and in- 
jurious in practice, both to agricultural inter- 
ests and to the commerse of Chicago. Has not 
the time arrived for the Board of Trade, repre- 
senting the commercial interests of the city and 
of the country tributary to it, to take active 


measures to enlighten shippers and producers | 


aa to their true interest, and to cause the in- 
spection of grain to be placed upon the same 
basis and under the same control as the in- 
spection of flour, highwines, provisions, and 
other property bought and sold on "Change 
in this city ? 

On the subject of short weights in grain arriving 
by railroad, the Directors think some action by the 
Association is required. So long as railroad cor- 
porations deny their responsibility under bills of 
lading for the quantity of grain they receive, 
the evil cannot be remedied by watching the 


| weighing of grain after it arrives. The law of 


1871, requiring railway corporations to deliver 
the precise quantity received, would, if enforced, 
correct the evil of short weights, and would also 
correct other abuses of railway management. 
Whatever is lost by accident, stealth, or other- 
wise, in transportation, adds to the expense of 
carriage. To remedy the loss of short weights 
would, therefore, lessen the cost of transporta- 
tion. Companies carrying grain by water issue 
bills of lading guaranteeing the delivery of what 
they receive, while the bills of lading of railroad 
companies give no evidence of quantity or value 
of the property shipped. The Diréctors recom- 
mend that the Railroad Commissioners enforce 
the law of April, 1871, on this point. 

The Directors explain that while they united 
in a memorial to Congress setting forth the ad- 
vantage of u double-track railway for freight 
businese between Chicago and New York, they 
did not do so in the interest of any persons seek 
ing subsidies or other Governmentaid. Whileim- 
provements in water communication are needed, 
increased railway facilities are also esssentia). 
The movement of grain can no longer be lim- 
ited to the season of lake and canal navigation. 
New roads are needed ; but the Directors would 
not recommend Congress to grant a charter for 
railroads without restrictions. The great iesue 
of to-day is whether railroad corporations shall 
be permitted to estabiish customs and principles 
for common carriers by rail different from those 
observed by all other carriers. 

The excessive charges to which grain is sub- 
jected for weighing and towage in New York 
harbor are discussed, and it is stated that a com- 
mittee is now acting in conference with the New 
York Produce Exchange on that subject. The 
report was written before the recent decision by 
the Supreme Court in the case of Munn & 
Scott, but the law, which has been sustained by 
the Court, is commended. The Directors find, 
in the general review of the events of the year, 
that the stability of the Board of Trade and the 
strength of the banks, merchants, and manufac- 
turers of Chicago have been tested and proved. 
Notwithstanding the interruption to business 
and the financial distrese in September and Oo- 
tober, the trade for 1878 greatly exceeds that of 
any previous year. The panic overtook as in the 
busiest season. A money crisis at such atime could 
not be otherwise than disastrous. While the suf - 
fering was general and severe, the Chicago Board 
of Trade did not suspend business, and had no 
adjournment of its regular sessions, and not one 
of its members was reported to have failed in the 
panic ! 

This exhibit of the trade and commerce of the 
city during so eventful a year shows the per- 
manency and solidity of the business of Chicago, 
and proves that it is in no wise dependent upon 
inflation and speculation. Within one week 
from the first stunning biow of the panic, the 
currency began to flow hither from all parts of 
the country, putting traffic into immediate oper- 
ation, and leading to an immediate resumption 
of business between Chicago and all its cus- 
tomers and correspondents, and from that time 
to the present the revival has been steady and 
uninterrupted.

A MUDDLE IN MINNESOTA. 

A very pretty little fight is going on just at 
present between the St. Paul Press, the organ of 
the Republican party in Minnesota, and the Hon. 
Ignatius Donnelly, member of the State Senate, 
in which epithets are hurled back and forth with 
refreshing vigor, and in which there are suf- 
ficient charges of corruption, directly and indi- 
rectly, to consign half the politicians in the State 
to the Penitentiary, if only balf of them are true. 
The Press commenced the row by charging Mr. 
Donnelly with divers and sundry acts of corrup- 
tion, among them the following: 1. That Mr. 
Donnelly had sold out the interests of the State 
by engineering a change in the law in reference 
to the Sioux City Branch of the Union Pacific 
Railroad. 2. That Mr. Donnelly had demanded 
from the Hastings & Dakota Railroad Company 
$2,500 for his services in proctring the 
land-grant for that road, and that the 
Company voted him $2,500 in paid-up 
stock, worth par in cash at that time. 
8. That be had made money corruptly through 
Joel B. Bassett, while the latter was Chippewa 
Indian Agent, and that Daniel Bassett, of Min- 
neapolis, had received $1,500 from one N. P. 
Clarke, as Mr. Donnelly’s share in a fraudulent 
contract. This was a pretty serious indictment, 
but Mr. Donnelly went at it, and demolished it 
with his customary vigor. The first count was 
shown to be false by one of the Republican Sen- 
ators, who volunteered his services in Mr. Don- 
nelly’s defense. The second was set at rest by 
letters from the officers of the Hastings & 
Dakota Railroad. In the third case, Mr. Don- 
nelly himself brought the matter before the 
Senate Investigating Committee, summoned the 
witnesses which the Press had named, and noti- 
fied the editor to appear and substantiate his 
charges. The result was that the witnesses did 
not remember any such facts as the Press had 
alleged. 

Mr. Donnelly, not content with warding off the 
attack of the Press, immediately improved his 
advantage by an assault upon the enemy, and 
advocated the passage of a joint resolution 
which was lying upon the Speaker’s table, pro- 
posing an investigation by a joint committee of 
both Houses, during the interval between the 

session and the next, into the official 
conduct of all Representatives and Senators in 

Congress and all State officers of Minnesota 
during the past ten years. Mr. Donnelly advo- 
cated the passage of the resolution because he 
thought he would then be able to show that the 
editor of the Press received a large sum of 
money from Jay Cooke in stock of the Lake Su- 
perior Railroad ; that about $1,000,000 was made 
out of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
bya Ring of Minnesota politicians ; that Windom 
and Ramsey were elected to Congress by cor- 
rupt practices; and that, in the case of the lat- 
ter, over $80,000 were raised by the Ring in St.
